NEW POSTAL MONEY 
ORDER REGULATIONS 


Orders Good at Any Postoffice to 
be Issued Soon. 


The new law to regulate the 
payment of money orders became 
a law of the land as the result of 
President Wilson’s signature. 
_ The new statute will not become 
effective, however, until rules and 
regulations for its operation are 
promulgated by the 
postmaster 
general. 
This will require sever­ 
al months. 
Immediately following the sign­ 
ing of the hill, Postmaster Gener­ 
al, Burleson, appointed a commit­ 
tee of postal employees to prepare 
rules and regulations to carry the 
law into effect. 
The bill calls for 
the issuance of postal money or­ 
ders payable at any money order 
dffiee, even though drawu on 
a 
specified office and will, according 
to the postmaster general, increase 
the volume of postal money order 
business and prove a great help 
to the business public, giving as 
it does to the postal money order 
the virtues and conveniences of 
• bank draft.

Tom Tynan, warden of Colora­ 
d o ’s penitentiary, was the insti­ 
gator of the movement that placed 
at the disposal of the state a road 
working crew that had reached 
a high degree of effieiency. 
“ Scventv-five per cent of 
the 
men who are confined in prisons 
! nr«* not dangerous 
characters.” 
says Tynan. 
“ Life termers, es­ 
pecially, are found to he the hes» 
prisioners. 
In the majority 
of 
e;ts(es the man who 
has 
taken 
another lift1, did so in the heat o*’ 
passion and at heart is not a crim­ 
inal, but the law sa ys he shall In* 
punished the same as the worst 
desperado. 
The sneak thief and 
short term er are the convicts that 
give the most trouble.” 
Fee System Condemned 
The campaign which resulted 
in the convicts being worked on 
the public roads was started sev­ 
eral years ago in Colorado. 
The 
arguments used during the con­ 
test were broad, logical and prac­ 
tical. 
“ The factory system has pro­ 
ven to he a rotten graft only ex­ 
ceeded by the fee system which 
is the w orld’s greatest 
g raft,” 
declared W arden Tynan. “ It wras 
shown that instead of teaching 
the convicts a trade they 
were 
made uncapable of 
performing 
any duty at all and the confine­ 
ment was injuring them both men­ 
tally and physical];' ” 
“ The m anufacturing of shoes, 
for instance, in this work, 
eacn 
part of the shoe is made by a diff­ 
erent group of convicts and they 
have no opportunity to learn how 
to make the other parts that go to 
complete the article. 
“ From a monetary standpoint 
the prison factories are operating 
in direct competition with 
free 
labor. 
Prison made brooms W'ere 
sold on the market, in competi­ 
tion with brooms made by 
the 
blind and the same thing is true 
of boxes, overalls or any 
other 
convict made article.

One 
state farm of 600 acres had been 
producing a yearly revenjje for 
the state of $25,000, 
while 
the 
road gangs have produced $200,- 
000 in labor. 
Road improvement 
is now under wav in six counties 
in Colorado and it is contempla­ 
ted to build 5,000 more miles of 
good roads before the system is 
complete. 
Texas Need Highway Department 
“ W hat Texas needs most of all 
now is a law creating a depart­ 
ment of highways. 
In Colorado 
our department is lo aded by an 
engineer who draws a salary of 
$3,500 per year. 
Five other mem­ 
bers are selected on the commiss­ 
ion from different sections of the 
state and serve without pay. The 
highway departm ent plans roads, 
supervises construction and p!ac?s 
the convicts on different 
roads 
that are to be improved. 
State Pays Half of Expense 
“ The plan of financing the con­ 
struction of roads through coun­ 
ties is for the county to pay the 
living expense of 
the 
convicts 
which amounts to 32 cents per 
day and the salary of the overseer. 
The material used in building the 
roads is paid for equally *by the 
state and county.
